in the live stock show, weighed four 
hundred and seventy pounds at the age 
of nineteen weeks. 

Although these calves were not kept 
on the grounds for exhibition, a few of 
them were entered in the live stock 
show. and received many prizes. 
World’s Fair Hadria a five months old 
daughter of Hadria 2d won first prize 
in open competition, showing in a ring 
of twenty or more of the best in the 
land, many of whom were more than 
twice her age. 

Few persons realize the difficulty of 
raising calves under the unfavorable 
conditions such as existed at the World’s 
Fair. The confinement, the hot weather, 


the exposure to flies, etc. were condi- 


tions that must be met by constant care 
and the utmost precaution in feeding. 

“What do you feed your calves? how 
often and how much do you feed them? 


and how do you keep them in such per- , 


fect condition?” were questions  fre- 
quently asked; and, as we often re- 
marked at the time, questions not easily 
answered. For in a herd of growing 
calves the ration is constantly being 
changed, and it may be said that no two 
calves are fed exactly alike. There- 
fore to answer these questions fully it 
would be necessary to deal with each 
individual separately. 

These calves were fed principally on 
whole milk, in quantity from six to ten 
pounds at a feed. <As soon as they were 


be increased. Linseed meal is also an 
excellent food as a substitute for but- 
ter fat when calves are fed on skim- 
med milk. 

For calves fed on whole milk, clover 
hay is preferable. Alfalfa may be fed 
at times for a change, but well cured 
clover is not only more palatable but 
better suited to the entire ration. For 
skimmed milk calves, alfalfa hay is bet- 
ter adapted; grain should be crushed 
never fed whole; and a teaspoonful of 
blood meal once a day will increase the 
appetite and prevent scouring. 

Scouring is probably the greatest dif- 
ficulty that one has to deal with in feed- 
ing calves by hand; but why should a 
calf scour when fed from a pail any 
worse than if he were nursing a cow? 
in most cases, perhaps, the fault is 
with the feeder. He has fed too much, 
is not watering regularly, or he is feed- 
ing an indigestible or unbalanced grain 
ration. Ready mixed feed containing 
cottonseed meal or other indigestible in- 
gredients, should be fed very cautious- 
ly to calves—better not feed at all. 
The condition of the digestive organs 
should be examined very carefully be- 
fore each feed and the ration governed 
accordingly. Then there will be little 
trouble with scouring. or indigestion. 





Regularity in feeding is also a very 
important matter in the care «! calves. 
We fed three times a dey «t tue fair 


simply because we milk«l ti rce times 
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a day. For farm calves twice a day 
is often enough to feed. Grain should 
be fed immediately after the milk while 
the appetite is yet aroused. 

The calves will eat more heartily and 
clean up their feed better. In case a 
calf should fail to eat all his feed with- 
in a reasonable length of time take it 
from him and make the next feed very 


light. 
Water is very essential even to a 
very young calf. Many calves no 


doubt suffer for water simply because 
they haven’t constant access to it; the 
feeder supposing they do not want it be- 
cause they refuse to drink readily. We 
watered the exposition calves twice a 
day and it was very noticeable that 
those that drank heartily thrived much 
better than those that did not drink so 
well. The result is, however, much 
more noticeable among stall fed calves 
than among those that have plenty of 
exercise. It will be noticed that this 
article has reference particularly to 
calves kept in confinement; but the 
rules, with little modification, may eas- 
ily be applied to farm calves. 

The sanitary conditions, as every one 
who visited the barns knows’ were 
everything but favorable; and, although 
the Shorthorn people lost half their 
number of calves, some of them dying 
in adjoining stalls, the entire herd of 
Holsteins was brought safely through 
with fio serious illness. The manure 
was at once removed from the stalls 
and the bedding entirely renewed twice 
each day. . Disinfectant was used freely. 
In the absence of a lot in which to turn 
the calves for exercise they were given 
daily exercise by leading. Although 
the exercise was limited, it had much 
to do with keeping the calves in condi- 
tion and free from germs of disease. 

At the sale of Holstein-Friesian cattle 
Sept. 23, the calves were sold and taken 
to different parts of the United States 
where they are an improvement to the 
herds and the pride, of their owners. 
No doubt many of them will be heard 
from in the future.

To Supervise Canadian Records. 
Mr. W. A. Clemons has been selec- 
ted by the Minister of Agriculture to 
take the general supervision of all the 
live stock records under the scheme of 
nationalization now being carried out. 
He will examine all certificates of reg- 
istry issued by the various breed as- 
sociations and affix the seal of the De- 
partment of Agriculture to those that 
are found correct. Mr. Clemons is a 
son of Mr. G. W. Clemons, St. George, 
Ont., the well-known breeder of Hol- 
stein-IFriesian cattle and secretary-treas- 
urer of the association of that breed. 
Kor six years he had charge of the 
Holstein-Friesian Herd Book and 
gained a reputation as an expert in 
pedigrees and the management of live 
stock records. In 19co he went to Ot- 
tawa as secretary to the Live Stock 
Commissioner and three years later he 
was made publication clerk for the De- 
partment of Agriculture. His work in 
this connection made his name a famil- 
lar one, not only in the newspaper 
offices but in the farm homes of Canada. 
He has an extensive personal acquaint- 
ance with live stock men, among whom 
the news of his appointment will doubt- 
less be received with satisfaction. 





Good Roads school at Cornell. 

The College of Agriculture of Cornell 
University has called a Good Roads 
Conference for May 16th to 19th. This 
Conference is for the purpose of dis- 
cussing the educational phases of the 
good roads movement, and to give in- 
struction to students and to all others 
who desire to come. 

The educational aspects of the good 
roads movement are now coming to the 
front. If the State is to embark on an 
organized policy for the improvement of 
the rural highways, it is important that 
there be trained men to carry the work 
forward, even in the subordinate po- 
sitions. There are about 1000 towns 
in the State, each with its highway com- 
missioner. There should be facilities 
for these commissioners, Overseers and 
others to secure direct instruction, -and 
this meeting is to discuss ways and 
means to bring this about. This con- 
ference or school at Ithaca is the first 
effort of the kind in this State; and the 
school will be free to every one who 
desires to come. This is an opportunity 
to hear some of the best speakers on the 
subject. Facilities will also be pro- 
vided for the exhibition of road machin- 
ery.

Pierrepont White, Utica, chairman of 
dhe executive committee of the Super- 
visors Highway Convention; Hon.

George C. Diehl, County Engineer, Erie 
County; F. E. Dawley, Director Farm- 
ers’ Institutes; L. W. Page, Acting 
Director, office of Public Road In- 
quiries, Dept. Agriculture, Washington, 
D. C.; E. B. Norris, Master State 
Grange; W. N. Giles, Secretary State

gold plates and the sides with silver 
plates, gems and little bas reliefs. They 
asked five francs to see this barbaric 
show set up in honor of a poor home- 
less beggar, and I wouldn’t pay it. The 
underground chapel contains the bodies 
of three saints. These are shown (like 

Anne’s bone in New York), to the 
people, only twice a year, at which 
time all the sick get cured. Graft! 
graft! graft! 

In an old convent adjoining the 
church of St. Maria delle Grazie, is the 
celebrated fresco, “The Last Supper,” 
by Leonordo de Vinci. Jesus and his 
apostles are all sitting on one side of a 
rude table. When people feast they 
generally sit all around the table. 
Jesus, of course, is the center or star 
attraction, painted with the radium 
oozing out of him. On his right-is St. 
John, who looks like a woman and is 
reverently bowing his head. I never 
could understand why Leonardo gave 
the rest of the disciples such tough 
looking mugs, and why he painted St. 
John as looking like a buxom, big 
busted voluptuous blonde. But John 
was “the best beloved,’ you know. 
Well, at last I had seen the original of 
this wonderful picture. It is about 15 
by 20 feet, and painted on a wall. It 
has suffered from exposure, and in 
places is almos obliterated. It hasn't 
any merit and never did have any. 
The picture you see in steel cuts is 
only a restoration. The’ prominence of 
the picture is due to De Vinci being 
the artist, and that he was, first to con- 
ceive and paint this subject. It is about 
on a par with the “uncorrupted saints,” 
and “St. Anne’s bone.” Catholics take 
up any crazy old painting and make a 
big hulla-ba-loo over it, and the fool 
Protestants imagine it must be some- 
thing great, and but in at once and buy 
it. J expect that the traffic in this old 
daub would foot up two or three million 
dollars, or more. 

It will be a matter of information 
to know that Protestantism is making 
headway in Italy. 

There are two Jewish congregations, 
the Wesleyan Methodist, Church of 
Iengland, Wesleyan Christian, Metho- 
dist Episcopal, Valdese Evangelical, 
Italian Evangelical, The Christian 
Church of the Brethern, and the Brit- 
ish and Foreign Bible Society. All 
these establishments indicate the grow- 
ing spirit of tolerance and the gradual 
disintegration of the old superstition. 
There are also some charitable insti- 
tutions. The Swiss, German and 
rench residents have formed — bene- 
ficial societies, and the municipal gov- 
ernment is founding orphanages and 
homes for the aged. 

The church in America boasts of 
her charity, beggar that she always 
is. She manages to keep up her in- 
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stitutions because she is competing 
with Protestantism. Here in Italy she 
never did any thing for charity nor 
founded institutions of any kind. She 
herself was the great object of charity. 
Now she will have to keep up with 
Protestantism and the state or lose out 
on the charity trick. I don’t see how 
she is going to do it, as she has a hard 
time to live as it is, and people are 
getting on to her racket. She might, 
in a pinch, sell some of her crowns, 
jewels and gold altars. 

I will not have space to tell you of 
every place of interest I visited, but 
will just mention a few. I was in the 
living or bed room of the late Com- 
poser Verdi, which contains all of his 
personal belongings. Ah! this to me 
was a shrine. Here was harmony, rest 
and peace. If there is any music in 
the world, which, more than another, 
inclines me to the belief in another 
life, it is Verdi’s Miserere, from the 
opera of the Trovatore. It does not 
seem to be music of this life. When I 
hear it, | stop all other thought and 
as I listen, it seems to me, that it is a 
voice, a soulful symphony of some de- 
parted love or friend stealing out of 
the mysterious void, returning to the 
habitations of its old time world affec- 
tions. 

Of course I visited all the museums 
and art galleries, the “Brera Academy 
of Arts,” being the finest. It is nearly 
all of the sacred character, mostly sup- 
erstitious daubs. No human being, 
having the love of life and the beauti- 
ful in his soul would want to go to a 
heaven, having such inhabitants, as 
these old masters painted. Of course 
there is some very fine art to be seen. 
The monument to Leonardo De Vinci, 
in the Piazza della Scala is perhaps the 
finest piece of sculpture. The arcade 
is the largest in the world. It is in 
the form of a cross, running two 
squares each way. In the center is a 
dome 180 feet high. Its interior is 
finished in marble and decorated with 
numerous pieces of sculpture and 
painting. It is almost as great a won- 
der as the cathedral.
